n Dairy Industry Act, 1914, 
has gome into force. It provides 
that When dairy butter is put up in 
blocks, squares or prints and wrap- 
ped in parchment paper, the paper 
shall be printed or branded ‘Dairy 
Butter’’ in letters at least one 
quarter inch square, in addition to 
any other wording that the butter 
maker may desire to use. Butter in 
rolls, erocks or tubs, is not required 
to be branded. ‘ The exact wording 
of the regulations that deal with 
thie matter of the branding of dairy 
butter, read as follows: 

‘*No person shall™cut or pack 

dairy butter into sauares, blocks 

or prints, and wrap such squares, 


blocks or prints in parchment; 


paper unless the said parchment 
paper is printed or branded with 
the words, ‘ Dairy Butter.’ 

‘No person shall knowingly sell, 
offer, expose or have in his pos- 
session for sale + 


__‘*() Any dairy butter pica: in 


boxes similar’ to those “u for 
the packing of creamery butter 
unless such packages are ‘branded 
* Dairy Butter:’ 

““(t1). No dairy butter packed, 
moulded or cut into blocks, 
squares or prints and wrapped in 
parchment paper, unless such 
parchment paper is printed or 
branded ‘ Dairy Butter.’ ’’

MODES OF TRAVEL. 


From the Jaunting Car to the Modert 
Electric Railway. 

The first jaunting car was establish 
ed in Ireland in 1815 by a Milanese, 
Carlo Bianconl, who settled in Dublin 
and drove every day to Caher and 
back, charging twopence a mile, From 
this small beginning in 1837 he had 
established sixty-seven conveyances, 
drawn by 900 horses. 

The extension of modern manufac 
turing towns and cities demanded still 
greater conveniences, which were sup 
plied at first by the omnibus lines 
which up to 1860 were the chief meant 
of urban and interurban transporta 
tion. To these succeeded the stree( 


| railroad, traversed by cars drawn bj 


one or more horses, and these in turr 
became wholly inadequate to meet thi 
demand of the suburban districts. 

The cable car, drawn by undergroun¢ 
cable, was the next innovation, but 
this about 1880 to 1890 was supplanted 
by the electric trolley lines, and thes¢t 
again were supplemented in many cit 
jes by elevated and subway lines ir 
which the cars were propelled by elec 
tricity supplied by a third rail. This 
latter device has already been applied 
to extended lines of railroads, and ti 
is not unlikely that thé present cen 
tury will witness the electrification of 
most of the railroad lines in thickly 
settled countries.—National Magazine.

Employment —How to Reduce the 
Force of Thies Menace 


While farming is the basis of Can- 
ada’s wealth, the factories of Canada 
are the direct source of revenue for 
a large number of our population. 
From Sydney to Victoria, from Prince 
Albert to Toronto, Canada is dotted 
with factories, and around each fac- 
tory is a little community of workers; 
the factory hands, the storekeepers 
who sell them their supplies, the doc- 
tors who tend them when they are ill, 
the street cars that carry them to and 
‘rom their work, the railways who 
lepend upon them for a large part 
of their traffic, and the other mills 
vhich manufacture various kinds of 
soods—boots, shoes, clothing, under- 
wear, etc.—to supply these workmen.

the worst sort of “hard times.” Can- 
idians can, to a large extent, reduce 
the danger of great depression by 
keeping their faith in their country 
and living as near to normal as pos- 


sible. But, to do this, where they 
used to buy imported goods they 
must now buy “Made-in-Canada” 
goods. It is nothing more nor less 


than a measure of national self- 
preservation, It will help to keep 
Canadian factories working and Can- 
adian workmen employed. It will 
give work to the storekeeper, to the 
street railways, to the makers of 
clothing—to all the other factors in 
any community.
